ON WAR TAX ACT 


Resale of Theater Tickets 
Subject to Second Tax, 
“U. S. Holds. 


# 


> Federal prosecution of theater ticket 
“scalpers” for failure to pay a gov- 
ernment war tax on tickets sold by 
them at the customary exorbitant 
prices is to be undertaken at once, Dis- 


nounced last night. 

In this connection a statement was 
issued from federal sources that the 
government inquiry, already under 
way, was being directed to reveal an 
alleged “ understanding” between the- 
ater proprietors and ticket “ scalpers " 
and that if the evidence reveals a con- 
spiracy both will be made targets of 
grand jury action. The new federal 
grand jury which meets this week is 
expected to take up the inquiry. 

Liable te Two Taxes. 

The government officials hold that 
not only must a tax be paid on a the 
ater ticket upon its original sale by 
the theater but also that the full tax 
Is assessable where there is a resale. 
In the case of the theater selling tick- 
ets to “ scalpers" to be sold at exorbi- 
tant figures above the fixed box office 
price, the theate™ nua pay a tax on 
each ticket ant tae “scalper” must 
pay an additional sum, based on the 
full amount he receives for the ticket. 

“These ‘scalpers’ who dodge pay- 
ment of the war tax are as contempti- 
ble as the ‘slacker’ who lives in @ 
mansion and dodges war responsibil- 
ity,” the district attorney declared. 
“These theater ticket ‘scalpers” are 
pirates of the Jowest stamp and I am 
going to drive them out of business if 
it lies within my power.”

The prosecutor will confer with 
Julius Smietanka, collector of internal 
revenue, today, when a program for 
procedure will be mapped out. For 
‘some days agents of the interna) reve- 
nue department have been making vis- 
its to offices of “ scalpers” as well as 
theaters, and have been checking up 
books and records.
